When President George W. Bush looked for a man to 
lead the rebuilding of Iraq last month, he looked to a fel- 
low Phillips Academy graduate. 

Bush named Ambassador L. Paul Bremer III — known 
as Jerry to his friends — as presidential envoy to Iraq, the 
senior coalition official in the country. His nomination 
caught the eye of other Phillips graduates.

Police 
get ATVs 


To protect water

Andover police will soon 
ride a new vehicle into the 
fight against crime. 

The department has pur- 
chased two all-terrain vehi- 
cles, or ATVs, as part of a 
homeland security grant. The 
vehicles will be used to patrol 
Andover’s waterways to pro- 
tect them against terrorist 
threats, and to help police 
with search and rescue mis- 
sions. 

Some residents have 
already heard the ATVs roar 
while strolling Rec Park near 
the Essex Sand and Gravel 
Pit. 

Sgt. John Pathiakis, who 
organizes vehicle training for 
the police, says the ATVs will 
be put to good use. Searches 
are often called for children or 
Alzheimer’s patients who 
wander into the woods, says 
Pathiakis. “We'll use them a 
dozen times a year just for 
search and rescue,” he says. 

The police presently con- 
duct such searches by foot, 
but Pathiakis says the ATVs 
will speed the process. 

He also says the police get 
frequent calls regarding suspi- 
cious people around Haggetts 
Pond, Andover’s water 
source. The ATVs would be 
used to patrol all of Andover’s 
waterways. 

But is it fun? “I had a great 
time that day getting dirty, 
zigzagging through cones,” 
says Pathiakis. The officer 
who did the training says to 
him, ““I bet you're going to go 
says Pathiakis.

“When the gates 
open, we start get- 
ting the calls,” says 
Hashem. 

“Some years are 
better than others,” 
says Police Chief 
Brian  Pattullo. 
“Overall, the problems are pretty 
minimal.” 

Pattullo says the problems are 
not unlike problems that occur at 
other campgrounds. 

“T think it’s pretty typical,” he 
says. “They (people camping) 
don’t realize they’re still in a res- 
idential area.” 

Derouin says he appreciates 
the work of the rangers and law 
enforcement keeping the area 
safe and he says the people who 
are living at Camp Lorraine do 
their part to keep the place safe 
and protected, too. 

“If I] see someone vandalizing 
the bathroom, I'll make sure the 
rangers know who did it,” 
Derouin. 

Derouin says he has close 
friends at the camp and has met 
good people he truly cares about 
and will keep in touch with. He 
says years ago, he had a job sell- 
ing ice and firewood to Camp 
Lorraine and he knows the area 
well, but this is the first summer 
he’s had to live there. 

He looks around a friend’s 
site where a group of people 
have gathered for dinner and a 
sad expression falls over his 
face. 

“Eventually, I'll have to leave 
here like the rest of the people,” 
he says.

According to Hashem, some of 
the most significant problems in 
town revolve around traffic.

buckle down with a stricter law last 
Thursday (see sidebar). That vote 
would have allowed police to pull 
over seat-belt violators. As it 
stands, police can only issue tickets 
for seat-belt violations if they have 
pulled someone over on another 
charge. 

If the vote had been approved, “I 
think there would be an increase in 
the amount of citations,” says 
Hashem. 

According to information pro- 
vided by Andover State Rep. Bar- 
bara L’Italien, the state compliance 
rate for seat-belt use is 51 percent. 
“Obviously the message is not get- 
ting out there,” says Hashem. 

Andover Police Chief 
Brian Pattullo also says he 
would have expected to see 
an increase in the number of 
tickets issued. He says he 
knows the number of tickets 
issued in Andover is high, 
| but they add up to a strong 
message. 

“It would have been a 
| good enforcement tool,” 
| says Pattullo, of the defeat- 
| ed change. 

He says seat-belt tickets 
don’t affect insurance rates 
and it’s not uncommon for 
drivers to get ticketed for a 
seat-belt violation, while 
receiving only a warning for 
the violation that attracted 
an officer’s attention in the 
first place. 

“Chances are, if you get 
stopped without a seat belt 
on, you're at least going to 
get a citation for that,” he 


Both Andover state representatives, 
Barbara L’Italien and Barry Finegold, 
voted in favor of changing the’ seat-belt- 
use law to allow police to pull over people 
who are not wearing their belt. 

LiItalien says if the state had strength- 
ened the seat-belt law — allowing police to 
pull over people for not wearing the belt or 
not strapping in their children —- more peo- 
ple would think about strapping in before 
driving. 

“I don’t know when we're going to 
learn our lesson,” she says.

Youth-center effort seeks talent

$300,000 to $400,000. These 
large gifts will be used to build 
three sections of the new youth 
center, with each section being 
named for the donor. But volun- 
teers need to be organized to tar- 
get the donors in a timely man- 
ner. 

“I think (an administrator) 
can be helpful, particularly with 
the databases being scattered,” 
says Larsen. “Think of all those 
gifts out there we haven’t asked 
for that require one-on-one con- 
tact.” 

The Andover Youth Founda- 
tion has pledged it will raise the 
approximately $4.4 million to 
build a youth center on town- 
owned land, and has raised $2.5 
million to date. Once the youth 
center is built, it and the land it 
rests on — near the intersection 
of Greenwood and Ledge roads 
— will be given to the town. The 
overall youth center will be 
named after the Cormier family, 
as Andover developer Yvon 
Cormier donated $1.5 million to 
the youth-center effort. 

Fund raising for the center 
has progressed more slowly than 
expected. According to a con- 
tract signed by the town and the 
Andover Youth Foundation, 
construction was to begin by last 
Sunday, June 1. 

But officials indicate the 
town and the foundation are 
both interested in continuing the 
effort. The town and AYF are 
expected to agree to a contract 
amendment to allow the effort to 
continue. 

During the late 1990s, a pri- 
vate group called the Friends of 
Andover Seniors pledged to 
build a new senior center in 
town, by turning Phillips Acade- 

my dormitory Williams Hall 
into a center. That effort stalled 
and ultimately failed, but not 
until years and residents’ money 
had been invested in the effort.

Two Andover students back after extended study abroad 


By Judy Wakefield 
WO YOUNG WOMEN 
from Andover got a 
four-month taste this 
year of just how differ- 
ent everything is in Cuba - 
including news coverage. 

When the Iraq invasion 
began, Rebecca Rouse, 21, and 
Saro) Tharisayi, 20, were in 
Cuba absorbing dramatic news 
reports being shown there. But 
telephone calls from their par- 
ents revealed their parents were 
seeing another perspective on 
TV. 

“Polar opposite views,” is 
how Rouse described it, while 
Tharisayi said the government- 
controlled footage being shown 
in Cuba was truly upsetting 

“They showed gruesome 
footage of dead babies,” she 
said, noting that she looked for- 
ward to talking to her parents, 
who were watching news 
reports back home of Iraqis 
thrilled with their country’s lib- 
eration. 

Both women are just back 
from four months of studying 
abroad at the University of 
Havana in Cuba, where the Iraq 
war dominated many conversa- 
tions during their stay. In addi- 
tion, US sanctions and embar- 
goes were also heavily dis- 
Both Rouse and 
Tharisayi are majoring in inter- 
national studies and welcomed 
the chance to get some first- 
hand views on the socialist 
country’s politics. 

“There are anti-US signs 
everywhere,” said Rouse, who 
once lived in Bolivia, and now 
attends Bryn Mawr College in 
Philadelphia, Pa. where she also 
majors in political science. “But, 
there is a clear distinction 
between US government and 
US citizens... The US plays such 
a huge role and Cubans are 
always talking about us and 
(Cuban President) Fidel (Cas- 
tro).” 

For Tharisayi, who attends 
Carnegie Mellon University in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., the Cuban visit 
offered first-hand reaction to the 
Helms-Burton law, enacted in 
1996 to seek international sanc-

13th Annual Preservation Awards honor townspeople’s efforts at historical authenticity

AY IS TRADITIONALLY desig- 
nated as Historic Preserva- 
tion Month in Massachu- 


setts. In recognition, the Andover 
Preservation Commission, in collabo- 
ration with the Andover Historical 
Society and the Ballardvale Historic 
District Commission, evaluated nom- 
inations submitted by the public and 
selected 10 outstanding examples of 
preservation effort within the town of 
Andover! 

Both residences and businesses 
were considered. Strict criteria have 
been followed in reviewing each nom- 
ination. 

This year awards are being given in 
four categories: sympathetic additions 
to a historic residence, appreciation for 
ongoing exterior and/or interior preser- 
vation, historic streetscape preserva- 
tion, and recognition of lifelong com- 
munity preservation work by an indi- 
vidual

in preserving Andover’s rich architec- 
tural heritage.

9 Andover St., Benjamin Abbot 
House, First Period Colonial, 
circa late 17th century

Award: Certificate of Appreciation 

This rare and important Andover 
first period colonial home was built for 

Sarah Farnam by Benjamin Abbot 

sometime after 1686. It remained in 

the Abbot family through eight gener- 

ations, until 1933 

The architecture has stayed remark- 
ably intact through the centuries. It 
retains a pedimented vestibule with 


66 Burnham Road 


four large rooms and a sloping roof. 
The early construction includes a layer 
of brick between the inner and outer 
wood sheathing covered with plaster 
mixed with clay, straw and crushed 
shells, as well as 15-foot beams and 
huge oak timbers in the ceiling. Hand- 
forged nails were used in construction. 
The large central chimney contains six 
fireplaces. The interior detail work is 
similar to the Parson Barnard House in 
North Andover. 

Owning a first-period house is care- 
taking a historic treasure for future 
generations. Many of the few remain- 
ing houses of this period have become 
historic sites and museums. The Ben- 
jamin Abbot House was in fact offered 
to the Andover Historical Society in 
the 1930s to use as a museum, an offer 
declined due to lack of funds. 

Andover has been fortunate that the 
subsequent owners of this house have 
understood and valued its importance 
to the history of the community and 
the nation. The Kempers’ efforts 
ensure that the Benjamin Abbot House 
will survive for future generations to 
appreciate. 


66 Burnham Road, c. 1850 
Owner: Janice Meagher 
Award: Certificate of 
Appreciation 

This charming home was built in 
the mid-19th century. Its Cape Cod 
form, not frequently seen north of 
Boston, is in the Greek Revival 
style. The wide eaves and returns of 
the house suggest a classical pedi- 
ment indicative of that style popu- 
lar during the period from 1825 to 
1860. 

The house was first located at 55 
Essex St. and owned by the Boston 
& Maine Railroad. It was used as

the gatekeeper’s house. In 
1960, it was moved to 4 Rail- 
road Avenue where Christy’s 
Market is now located. In 1973, 
it was purchased by Donald 
Richmond and moved to its 
present location at 66 Bumham 
Road. It may have the distine- 
tion of being one of the most 


moved buildings in Andover. 

The Committee appreciates ~ 
the care taken by the present 
owners to preserve this historically sig- 
nificant structure.

Andover architect Addision 
LeBoutilier built several Craftsman- 
style homes on Orchard Street. These 
homes, numbers 10, 14 and 18, 
demonstrate how he used his skills as a 
Craftsman architect to design build- 
ings to his needs as well as to those of 
his clients. 

14 Orchard St. first existed as a barn 
located at 10 Orchard. LeBoutilier 
decided to add on to the house at No. 
10. In the process, he moved and con- 
verted the barn into a home, which 
then became 14 Orchard St. This 
approach is in the Craftsman tradition 
that respected existing structures and 
preserved them. Now a two-bedroom 
home, LeBoutilier lived at No. 14 for 
several years. 

Important interior features include 
pumpkin pine paneling in the living 
room, which covers both walls and 
ceiling, built-in bookshelves and a 
carved sandstone fireplace. A small 
adjacent sun porch on the west side 
of the house contains beautifully 
executed plaster reliefs and stencil- 
ing. The front door, leading to the 
living room, is massive with an 
arched top with an intricately 
carved pediment over the exterior 
of the door. Greuby tiles decorate 
the entrance. 

The Castles have appreciated 
and maintained this charming home 
for many years. The Committee 
recognizes and applauds their 
effort.

This Colonial Revival cottage was 
designed by architect James E. Allen 
for William Madison Wood’s model 
mill town, Shawsheen Village, around 
1920. Located on Poor Street, it sits 
directly behind the Merchant Building 
on North Main Street, later known as 
the Aberdeen. The home is listed as 
part of the Shawsheen Village Nation- 
al Historic Register District. 

Anecdotal evidence suggests that 
the house may have been built for the 
caretaker of the Aberdeen building, but 
that has not been confirmed. Residents 
of the home during the 1920s and early 
1930s were Roy and Helen Hall. In the 
1950s, the Looney Family was in resi- 
dence there. 

Robert Frishman and Jean Schinto 
both live and work at 53 Poor St. 
Schinto is a writer and Frishman oper- 
ates his clock business, Bell Time, 
from the newly designed addition to

Award: Preservation of a Historic 
Streetscape 

In the 1970s, the town of Andover 
razed the historic BallardVale Com- 
munity Center, an act from which the 
residents of BallardVale have never 
quite recovered. Not content with the 
empty lot where the building once 
stood, residents, and in particular, 
Richard Bowen, sought to do some- 
thing positive by expanding the exist- 
ing village green in hopes that it would 
serve as a central focus for the Vale, a 
place on which BallardVale residents 
could gather, hold events, meet their 
neighbors and build a sense of com- 
munity. 

Richard and Lucy Bowen have 
worked hard to make it happen by 
planting trees, shrubs and flowers and 
making sure it was watered. All this 
work with little financial support and 
no minor amount of frustration, but 
always with the encouragement of 
those who live in BallardVale. Eventu- 
ally, town meeting approved a sprin- 
kler system for the green. 

The Awards Committee believes 
that the BallardVale Green represents 
an important continuation and preser-

$60,000 plus. A lot of these kids 
would be placed out if we did 
not take them here,” he said. 
Parker estimates the mix pro- 
gram is budgeted at $220,000, a 
cost that is mostly used to pay 
the three teachers, one teaching 
assistant and a part-time social 
worker who run the program. 
The $300 the teachers get for 
supplies includes money for ink 
cartridges. It does little to cover 
the costs of all the projects and 
trips the class takes, said 
Ragnio. The teachers apply for 
grants and get generous help 
from the Andover Youth Ser- 


vices and local businesses. 
“We'll beg, borrow, steal, what- 
ever we have to do,” said 
Ragnio. 

Ragnio said budget reduc- 
tions aren’t the only advantages 
to bringing back kids from out- 
side schools. Of one student 
who was brought in from an 
alternative school this year, 
Ragnio said, “He’s come home. 
He’s come back to his commu- 
nity.” 

“The more kids we can bring 
back, the better,” said Ragnio. 

But he notes that the mix pro- 


gram doesn’t make sense for 


every student. 
Besides academics, kids in

I-93 Ramp access could bring mall to Tewksbury line 


By Ethan Forman 

The potential for access to Interstate 
93 from south Andover has reawakened 
a mall developer’s interest in building a 
large shopping center in Tewksbury. 

Two and a half years ago, Mills 
Corp., a real estate investment trust 
based in Arlington, Va., showed interest 
in the property that sits across Interstate 
93 from Andover’s Lowell junction 
neighborhood, home to Wyeth Biophar- 
ma and Gillette, among other compa- 
nies. 

The Mills Corporation oversees 21 
retail and entertainment destinations 
totalling more than 26 million square 
feet. Its latest project, located in Spain, 
is called Madrid Xanadu and includes 
1.4 million square feet of shops, restau- 
rants, a cinema and the largest indoor 
snow sports complex in Europe. 

But the plan for Tewksbury, which 
included partnering with Gator Devel- 
opment, ran into roadblocks. Town res- 
idents worried about traffic. Some criti- 
cized that it was on too fast a track. 
Officials locally said that does not 
appear to be the case this time. 

A spokesman for Mills Corp. would 
not discuss current plans but confirmed 
the company had been eyeing Tewks- 
bury. 
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“It’s a terrific area and we would like 
to do business in New England,” said 
David Douglass, Mills Corp. vice pres- 
ident and director of corporate commu- 
nications. 

The mall would not connect with 
South Street, said Tewksbury Selectman 
Douglas Sears, who has seen the pro- 
posal firsthand. He supports a mall, as 
long as it does not connect to local 
roads. 

“I would expect, given the chance to 
add to the industrial tax base or keeping 
it ... the alternative is to covert (the 
Perkins property) to 160 plus housing 
units, which would have a severe 
impact on the tax base. I think most 
people would go for the mall.” 

The proposal calls for a loop ramp 
off the highway to a 750,000 square- 
foot mall. Sears said it would not be a 
"mega-mall,’ rather it would be a "flag- 
ship" for New England. 

The mall proposal could become an 
added incentive toward the creation of a 
new interchange at I-93 in Andover and 
Tewksbury, something that has 
remained on state and federal drawing 


boards for more than 25 years..

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Economic Development Council Presi- 
dent and Chief Executive Officer 
Robert J. Halpin. Halpin said a traffic 
study shows there are enough car trips 
already to justify a full-service inter- 
change on the east side of I-93. 

Halpin would like to see work begin 
first on a northbound on-ramp in the 
area of Burtt Road to allow Salem, 
N.H.-bound commuters the chance to 
head home. 

Later, fly ramps would let south- 
bound drivers to access Lowell Junction 
where firms like Wyeth, Gillette Co., 
AGFA and Charles River Laboratories 
employ more than 6,200 people. The 
state is also moving forward with a 
redesign of the Route 125 interchange 
to the south in Wilmington. 

To that end, in February, area offi- 
cials met with top state transportation 
and economic development officials at 
Wyeth. Halpin said recent efforts to 
gain I-93 access may have reignited the 
idea for a mall in South Tewksbury. 

“T have no doubt that the momentum 
that has been created by the council has 
created this discussion,” said Halpin. 

Tewksbury Town Manager David G. 
Cressman said the mall and I-93 access 
have been following separate paths and 
one did not influence the other 
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“T think everyone’s doing their own 
thing here. I liken it to a group where | 
What do I want to call it? | you have two 
trains kind of running down parallel 
tracks. Maybe at some point in time, 
maybe it will come together,’ Cressman 
said. 

The Mills Corp.’s Tewksbury devel- 
opment would not be a mega-mall, but 
it would be larger than The Loop in 
Methuen, which is 480,000 square feet. 

The Burlington Mall weighs in at 1.3 
million square feet, the Liberty Tree 
Mall in Danvers is 800,000 square feet 
and the North Shore Mall in Peabody is 
double what Mills Corp. proposes, said 
Bill Beckeman, a partner of Finard & 
Co., a commercial real estate service 
company. He said the location along I- 
93 would be ideal, regionally, for a 
mall. 

“Certainly, if you can get highway 
access, that would be the linchpin dn- 
ving the development to proceed,” he 
said. 

The proposed mall may also include 
a hotel, said Sears, a Tewksbury select- 
man. The ramp could be used for truck 
access to and from the former Rocco 
landfill, which is a federal Superfund 
site. 

Sears, who said he has talked with

Mills Corp. Vice President Elizabeth 
Link and local attorney Richard O’ Neill 
Jr. said two things need to happen or 
else Mills Corp. would drop the town 
like a hot potato. 

First, a new interchange would be 
needed, Sears said, and, second, a two- 
thirds vote at town meeting would have 
to rezone the Perkins site from residen- 
tial to commercial. O'Neill was out of 
town and could not be reached for com- 
ment, said the person who answered the 
phone at his law office 

Tewksbury selectmen have opposed 
previous plans for ramps on the high- 
way’s west side, but Sears said select- 
men are more concerned about local 
access. 

“Tewksbury has asked us not to plan 
on a west side connection,” Halpin said. 
“On the other hand, they have asked us 
on something that would not preclude 
it” 

The council is "neutral" on any high- 
way access to Tewksbury. 

Whether Mills Corp. builds in 
Tewksbury and overcomes objections 
about sprawl and traffic, Halpin said 
local officials are pushing ahead for an 
early phasing of a northbound ramp to 
ease congestion on Andover roads such 
as River Street.

For his speech at 
the school’ s 143rd 
; commencement,

Darrin and David Gangi, an essay

Darrin and Gangi, veteran teach- 
| ers who have coached basketball 
and softball teams and run the 
| school’s community-service pro- 
gram, gave a self-deprecating talk 
called “Eight cliches to live by,” 
poking fun at the tradition of gradu- 
ation speeches while still giving the 
students advice for life after high 
school. 


The cliches included “carpe diem” 
(seize the day), “never lose your sense of 
humor,” “80 percent of life is just show- 
ing up” (with the proper attitude), “if at 
first you don’t succeed, try, try again,” 
“actions speak louder than words,” and 
“whistle while you work.” 

As an example of a person whose 
actions speak louder than words, Darrin 
cited his fellow speaker, Gangi. 

“Realize that two weeks ago he suf- 
fered a small stroke,” he told the audi- 
ence. “Yet here he is, giving the gradua- 
tion speech.” 

The importance of community service 
and being kind to others recurred in the 
addresses, including Grosser’s recollec- 
tion of anxiety over moving from private 


school to Andover High in her freshman 
year, and of gradually finding new 
friends. “We all must remember we have 
two hands — one for helping ourselves 
and one for helping others,” she said. 

After the students had their graduation 
procession, receiving congratulations 
from members of the School Committee 
and a long line of black-robed teachers, 
they joined families and friends on the 
front lawn of the Tsongas Arena. 

“Tt feels great!” said Cameron Day, 18, 
who will attend Houston’s Rice Universi- 
ty in the fall. “I’m excited for the sum- 
mer. But it’s a little unnerving. 

“High school has always been a great 
community, and now we’re a little closer 
to the real world. It’s really exciting, hon- 
estly.” 

Eighty percent of the Andover High 
graduates have reported their future plans 
to the school, or approximately 309 stu- 
dents out of the 399 total. Of those stu- 
dents, nine will be attending two-year 
colleges and two students will head off to 
postgraduate secondary schools, accord- 
ing to the school. 

The most popular college for the stu- 
dents was the University of Massachu- 
setts Amherst, which 27 of these students 
will attend. Twelve plan to attend Boston 
University and nine will become first- 
year students at the University of New 
Hampshire. Katie Stewart will attend 
Syracuse University next year. “I’m kind 
of sad but I’m excited to move on. I’m 
ready,” she said.
